MAYOR HARRISON HINTS 
AT HAVING FOURTH TERM. 


Tells Old-Time Bicyclists in Meeting at 
Chicago Athletic Club He May Want 
_ Their Support for Another Race. 


Mayor Harrison hinted broadly at a meet- 
ing of old-time Chicago wheelmen last night 
that he might want to run for Mayor a 
fourth time. At the meeting, which was 
held at the Chicago Athletic club, the Mayor 
said he had ridden into office on a bicycle, 
I think I have done.a good deal for wheel- 


j men in Chicago,” said the Mayor, “and I 


am going to do more for them, because I 
may want to run for Mayor again. I am not 
one of the oldest cyclists in the city, but I 
am still in the ring.

As to material conditions at the institution, 
it is held thet more coal is burned than should 
be required and that the warden, chief en- 
gineer, and the County board shouldbe joint- 
ly resposible for any bad coal which may be 
delivered. Recommendations are entered 
for better heating facilities, ventilation, 
plumbing, separate warde for contagious 
cases, and for the placing of rubber tires on 
cots and vehicles used in the wards. 

The committee’s report covered thirteen 
typewritten pages, the subjects treated being 
divided into seventeen subdivisions. It is 
a compromise, George E. Cole having asked 
for a more vigorous cenéure of officials of 
the institution. 

Case of Warden Graham. 
‘The case of Warden Graham was the last 
matter congidered and it is dealt with as 
follows: 

“ Notwithstanding the defects indicated, 
we would say to the public that many of the 
damaging criticisms against the Cook Coun- 

ty Hospital are unjustified. We believe also 
that a marked improvement would result 
from the suggestions outlined. Beyond 
these, the cause of complaint is traced to the 
political influences that have, as we are con- 
vinced, entered too deeply into the manage- 
ment. And your committee has come to the 
conclusion that no permanent improvement 
will be brought about without a thorough re- 
organizing of the working force of the hos- 
pital. We, therefore, recommend that a new 
Warden be appointed, pledged to use his ut- 
most endeavor to stamp out those twin evils, 
partisan politics and personal favoritism.”’ 

The decision, which means much to the 285 
employés of the hospital, is contained in the 
provision as to civil service and its admin- 
istration at the institution. Laborers, clerks,

civil service law became operative were certi- 
fied without passing any proper examination. 
We recommend that the present Civil Service 
commission subject these employés to an 
honest civil service examination and that 
such as are not qualified be discharged.”’ 


Internes Have Too Much Liberty. 


The present method of selecting internes 
is commended, but the report continues: 

‘Under the present system the internes 
have too much liberty and too much power. 
The medical staff is not able to exercise 
any considerable control over the internes, 
and we have found cases where the interne 
has assumed to overrule the directions of 
the attending physician. We are strongly 
of the opinion that a medical director or 
superintendent constantly present in the 
institution should be provided, not for the 
purpose of supervising the medical staff in 
their treatment of patients, but to see that 
the various parts of this complex machin- | 
ery are working effectively, and with power

FINDS A STRANGE NEW ANIMAL. 


British Commissioner in Uganda Sends 
to the Museum in London a 
Queer Specimen. 


[Special Cable to The Chicage Tribune.) 
LONDON, May 11.—Sir Harry Johnson, 
special Commissioner to Uganda, reports the 
established existence in the Semliki forests 
of a peculiar ruminant thought to be long 
‘extinct. Fossilized remains of this animal 
have’ been found plentifully in Greece and 
it has been hitherto called Helladotherium. 
A complete skin and two skulls are now on 
their way to England for the British 
Museum. 

The natives call this animal the Okapi. 
It is a gtraffe-like creature which is closely 
akin to the ox in size.

Charles M. Schwab Tells In- | 


dustrial Commission of 
Steel Combine. 


WAGES UP; PRICES 0 


Head of Corporation Explains 


"Effect of Consolidation Upon 


LABOR UNION HELD NO AID, 


Washington, D.. ©. May 
the United States Steel corporation, the gigan- 
tic concern which recently absorbed the Car- 
negie, federal, Nationsl, and other steel com- 
panies, testified before the Industrial Commis- 
sion today vn the subject of the steel industry. 

Mr. time is, as reported, worth @ a 
minute, his visit to the Industrial commission 
today was worth about $3,000. 

According to Mr. Schwab the steel combina- 
tion bas resulted in increased benefit to the 
wage earner, lower prices to the consumer, and 
premises to give employment to as many work- 
ers as did the individual companies. 

Mr. Schwab first spoke of the Carnegie com- 
y, of which he said ho had been President 
the five years préceding the formation of 

the United States Steel corporation. The Car- 
negie company mined its Own ore—about 6,000,- 
} 000 tons a year—carried a large portion of this 
tonnage on its own boatson the lakes, and 
transported practically all of the ores used in 
its manufactures over ite own railroad to 
works at Pittsburg. ; 


Combine of Carnegie Interest. 


There ‘originally had been twenty-seven 
companies in the Carnegie interests, a majority 
of the stock in each company being owned by 
the Carnegie company . It was found 
that even with a controlling interest of the 
stock these numerous companies, were hard to 
keep together along one general of policy. 
They were, therefore, merged under a cen- 

management. The resulting concern 
was more like a partnership affair than a stock 
company. The stock, he said, was $1,000 a share 
and never was listed. 

The success of the consolidation was so 
marked, said Mr. Schwab, that it was realized 
that many advantages would accrue from the 
consolidation with the other gseat. steel com- 
panies, and the United States Steel company 
was formed. 

Where the individual companies had been 
manufacturing a variety of products, they 
would now specialize. That is, one works would 
make steel rails, another structural work, and 
another armor plate, and as certain grades of 
ores were better adapted to certain manufact- 
ures, the interchange of ores among the indi- 
vidual concerns would tend to the better- 
ment of the quality of thé output from all. 
The corporation's 115 boats on the lakes could 
operate continuously, and not wait, as former- 
ly, for the product of a certain mine to be car- 
ried to a certain company. 

There was now alsoasaving In the salary of 
extra superintendents and of the skilled and 
salaried help to be . 


Controls Majority of Product, . 


Mr. Schwab estimated that the United States 
Steel’corporation now owned 75.or 80 per cent 
of the known ores of the United States and 
controlled a like percentage of the finished 
product. 

It was'explained by Mr. Sch .ab that the 
United States S.eel corporation simply owned 
the capital stock of the other companies and 
well defined as a ‘clearinghouse of infor- 
mation.” The individpal companies continued 
to purchase their own supplies and to make 
their own sales éxcept in cases of two concerns 
selling the same product in the same territory 
when one representative acted for both. 

Mr. Schwab thought further economics that 
could be effected under the centralization 
would tend to reduce prices and, despite popu- 
lar opinion, result to the benefit of consumers. 

It was true prices obtained abroad were 
lower than those In the United States. Mr. 


. Schwab sald it was the idea of the operators to 


rup the works always full and steadily, and 
when times were dull it was necessary to seck 
a foreign market at reduced prices. It was 
necessary to reduce prices to obtain a foreign 
market, and when the market was obtained it 
was sumetimes necessary to keep prices down 
in order to retain it. The laboring classes in 
any event were benefited. 

Mr. Schwab thonght a protective tariff on 
some classes of manufacturers of steel was 
desirable. On pig iron and steel rails the 
tarift was not necessary, labor forming & small 
portion of their cost, Ifthe tariff was taken 
off finished products, however, such as tin 
plate and structural work, a reduction in 
wages would follow. 


“Wages Increase with Unions Gone. 


The ayerage wage paid by the Carnegie com- 
Pany has been greater in every year since 1802 
than in any year preceding that period. Mr. 
Schwab considered it significant that up to the 
year 1892 labor organizations had existed 
among the company’s employes. Since that 
year there had been no organized labor. As 
Mr. Schwab expressed it, no “aristocracy of 
labor” now éxisted as it had prior to 1602. Then 
the unions dictated the wages of foremen and 
certain classes of employes,. and the company 
considered the figures fixed by them as unjust, 
Now the lower-priced men were paid more and 
the high-priced men less. the general average 
being, greater. | 

No business could prosper, Mr. Schwab 
thought, subject to the dictation of a labor or- 
ganization. A man was handicapped by mem- 
bership in a labor olganization, he said. He 
submerged his personality and sold his individ- 
uality for a doubtful considetation. Mr. Schwap 
stated that the minimum wages paid in the 
non-union mills at Carnegie in one year, in- 
cluding absences for various causes, was # a 
day. 

When asked by Commissioner Lichtmann as 
to the maximum wage paid by the company: 
Mr. Schwab said that be would have to reply, 
as did a man in a recent burlesque when asked 
what he would do for $10,000—“He was ashamed 
to tell.” 


World Combination Not Possible. 


Mr. Scnwab refused todiscuss J. Pierpont 
Morgan's purchase of the Leyland line in its 
relation to the steel trust. Hesaid that he did 
not believe a world combination possibile. 

Mr. Schwab expressed the opinion that the 
Babcock bill, providing for an export taxon 
trust-made products, would only result in an 
injury to the working people. Finished pro- 
dacts, being largely a question of labor, should 
be left alone if the laboring classes were to

New Orleans, La., May 11.—Samuel Flower, 
paying teller of the Hibernia National Bank, 
was arrested here today by United States 
Marshal Fontelieu charged with a shortage 
of $36,000. The Fidelity and Deposit com- 
pany of Baltimore is on Fiower’s bond for 
$25,000. 

It is alleged that Flower, expecting an ex- 
amination, sent to another bank in this city 
a government sealed package said to contain 
$40,000 and received in exchange for it $40,000 
in gold clearing-house certificates of the de- 
nomination of $5,000 each. 

After his cash had been counted by the 
national bank examiner and found correct it 
is alleged Flower returned the clearing-house 


borrowed them and received in return his 
unbroken government package said to con- 
tain $40,000. : 
This package was received by the Hibernia 
National Bank from the Subtreasury of this 
city in March last and contained $4,000 in 
$1 bills. It is alleged that Fiower had pre- 
served a label from an old government pack- 
age that did contain $40.0Uu0 in denumina- 
tions of $10 each, which he pasted on the 


bills, thereby making it a $40,000 package to 
all appearances, This package was opened 
and counted after his departure from the 
bank. 

Flower is a cousin of the late Mayor Flower 
and comes from-one of the most prominent 
families in the State. He is a,son of the late 
ex-United States Subtreasurer Samuel Flow- 
er of this city. His bond for $10,000 was 
promptly signed when he was arraigned in 
the United States court today. 


ROOT’S STATEMENT TO CUBANS. 


Commission Recently Returned from 
Washington Publishes Report Show- 
‘ing Attitude of United States. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

HAVANA, May 11.—The commission from 
the constitutional convention that went to 
Washington has published a report. It says 
Secretary Root told the delegates that the 
United States, having expelled Spain from 
Cuba, was now placed in a double attitude 
towards the island, a sentimental one which 
calls upon the United States to protect Cuba, 
and the other one, the United States’ aspect 
of self-defense. 

The report says that the third clause of 
the Platt amendment had been introduced 
because the Monroe doctrine did not have 
| international force and was not recognizcd 
by all nations. This clause, if recognized by 
Cuba, will obtain international force and 
will give the United States the legal right 
to intefvene against any other power in 
order to protect Cuba, 

In regard to coaling stations. Secretary 
Root explained to the committee that these 
would not interfere with the local govern- 
ments at the points named, and ‘to make 
the matter clear a different wording could 

be given the original clause. 

Regarding the Isle of Pines Secretary Root 
said there was a doubt as to whether that 
island was the property of the United States 
or Cuba.

It states that nicotine 
itself has been proved by analysis to be 
practically guiltless of evil effects in smok- 
ing, but pyridine and its relatives are re- 
sponsible for headache, trembling, and gid- 
diness. The article proceeds to say that the 
degree of toxicity in the smoke probably. 
depends ‘largely upon the completeness of 
combustion. The combustion of a cigaret 
is more complete than that of the pipe or 
the cigar. The pipe acts as a condenser, but 
the condensed products do not reach the 
mouth, while considerable condensation 


‘must occur in a cigar, the products reaching 


the mouth and being absorbed. Therefore, 
the Lancet makes the order of injuriousness 
beginning with the worst as follows: ee 
pipe, cigaret.

The value of high-class novels as text

PRESIDENT SCHURMAN GETS COL- 
LEGE YELL AT BANQUET. 


Executive of Ithaca Schoa] Tells Lecal 
Men That He Would Not Change His 
Position for Any Place in the Gift 
ef the Peopl ts Knowledge 
Above Riches and Pays Tribute to 
University Spirit—Talks in After- 
neorm to Teachers. 


With a standing toast in his honor fifty 
members of the Cornell Alumni association 
greeted President J. G. Schurman of their 
alma mater last night at the University 
club. When Toastmaster H. C. Chatfleld- 
Taylor passed President Schurman the lov- 
ing cup after introducing him to the asso- 
clation the well-known ‘“ Cornell, I Yell,” 
was given with a will. 

A feature of the banquet was the presenta- 
tion of the Chicago-Cornell rowing trophy 
to the Cornell navy on behalf of the Chi- 
cago Alumni association. The presentation 
speech was made by Charlies L. Brown, while 
President Schurman accepted on behalf of 
the navy of the institution. The trophy be- 
comes the property of the navy, to be rowed 
for by the crews of the different classes. 

After a rising toast to the “two great 
Presidents of Cornell, Andrew D. White and 
Jacob Gould Schurman,” the latter was 
called upon to respond to the toast, “ Our 
Alma Mater.” 

“ The name of Cornell means more today,” 
said President Schurman, “ than ever before 


lan its history. If there is an institution in . 


‘this. land more loyal to our country than 
Cornell its name is yet to be heard. 

“Its own strength has been in the loyalty 
of its Board of Trustees, its faculty, its 
alumni, and its students. To them much 
of the credit for its place among American 
education institutions is due. There is no 
honor in the United States for which I would 
exchange my present position, It is the 
highest honor I ever had or ever will have. 

After portraying the beauties of the loca- 
tion of Cornell University and referring to 
the college spirit exemplified there and its 
value to a man in his life after he has gone 
into the business world, he said: 

“Tt care not what Mr. Carnegie or Mr. 
Schwab may say, a man can afford to work 
many years and enter a business life later 
in order to go through that inetitution. 
Money is not everything in the world. I 
would be prouder of a Cornell man who would 
write a book. that would live for all ages 
than a man who would amass the largest 
fortune in the world.

Secret Order to Strike.

The order had been antici- 
pated for several days, and the machinists 
were prepared to go out. Officiais of the 
road, it is said, were unaware of the order 
tii Friday. fFinaliy, General Manager J. 
T. Harahan asked Business Agent Rod- 
rick of the machinists to confer with him 
regarding the situation. Rodrick and As- 
sistant Business Agent Ireiand called and 
patched up the truce. . 
At a previous conference the representa- 
tives of the railway have offered an ad- 
vance of 5 per cenit in the wages of journey- 
men machinists,

‘Captain J. E. Bernier, the center figure of 
the expedition, comes of a race of hardy sea 
Captains. At one period of his life, when 
he was sailing the Atlantic, there was no 
fewer than fifteen Berniers, from L’ Islet and 
Cape St.. Ignace, Quebec, sailing out of 
Canada *ports as sea Captains. Five of 
these were uncles of Captain J. E. Bernier, 
and five were cousins. The Captain’s 
father, Thomas Bernier of Quebec, was a 
shipmaster at the age of 25 years, and 
sailed the salt water for forty-five years. 
He commanded vessels belonging to the Ross 
firm. of Quebec for upwards of twenty-three 
years, trading to foreign ports. He became 
a ship owner himself and for some years 
sailed his own ships. He died in 1908 at the 
of70 years. * 


Comes from Family of Sailors. 

Jean Baptiste Bernier, grandfather of the 
intending North Pole explorer, was a sh 
master at the age of 23 years, and was near- 
ly fifty-five years at sea, sailing mostly to 

rts of the lower St. Lawrence, to the West 

ndies, and to American ports. He followed 
the sea till nearly 80 years of age, and died 
a few years after, aged 8. 

The Bernier home always was filled with 
sea trophies, among which there were many 
from the frozen North, and the minds and 
themories of the Bernier family for the best 
part of a century overflowed with tradi- 
tions and stories of polar expeditions and 
adventures. Thrilling and hair-raising some 
of these were, tales of daring, suffering, 


and many well- 


| heroism, terror, and triumph, well calcu- 


lated to stir the blood of the young Berniers 
and fmvest the mysterious regions of the 
arctic circle with indescribable fascination. 

In the course of their Northern voyages the 
father and grand@father-of J. E. Bernier ac- 
quired much practical information connected 
with polar exploration. .They became thgr- 
oughly familiar with the history of arctic ex- 
ploration and the methods pursued by the 
explorers, the prevailing winds and currents 
at dificult periods of the year, and the con- 
-ditions that led to failure in the past, and 
must, if persisted in, insure continued failure 
in the future, 


Most of Life Spent on Sea. 
From his infancy J. Bernier was at- 
tracted to the subject. 
displayed an increasing desire to assimilate 
the experiences of others who had traveled 


the frozen wastes of the inner arctic circle.

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SPORT OF TUNA FISHING 


‘EXCITING PASTIME ON THE COAST 
OF THE WESTERN OCEAN. 


Thrilling Catches of the Greatest of. 
This Game Specimen of the Finny 
Trike -Charles Frederick Holder, 
Whe Made the Second Biggest Catch 
- om Record, Describes His Experience 
and Gives Suggestions Regarding | 
‘Red, Reel, and Other Equipment. 


(BY CHARLES FREDBERICK HOLDER.) 

Pasadena, Cal., May 4.—When, two de- 
cades or more ago, & well-known lover of 
rod fishing offered to defray the expenses of 
any wielder who would go to Fiorida, and, 
singled-handed, land a tarpon, he was, it was 
believed, well within the bounds of safety, 
I had@ more than a speaking acquaintance 
with the tarpon years before, and considered 
such a catch Goubtful on account of the lack 
of proper reels; but it is the unexpected that 
happens, and today an army of anglers 
makeg the pilgrimage to the tarpon waters 
every spring. 

That a greater than the tarpon—a fish 
quicker, stronger: with more endurance— 
should tise, resplendent, on the angling 
horizon seemed impossible; yet fifteen years 
ago I made the discovery at Santa Catalina, 
the lotus land of the Western ocean. At that 
time “ Mexican Joe,” now known to hun- 
dreds of anglers all over the country, was the 
sole boatman and guide, also the oldest in- 
habitant, and he soon fired my imagination 
with tales of this mighty fish. He told me 
that once his boat was crossing the chan- 
nel, running before the wind, with a trolling 
line out astern, when he suddenly observed 
that, like Stockton’s ship, they were standing 
still. A mighty tuna had taken the bait. 
Another tuna had jerked a man overboard. |’ 
It was then that I determined to land a tuna 
with ‘a rod, tarpon fashion, despite the 
laughter of the genial native who scorned my 
machinery, as he termed it, and who was a 
hand-liner, pure and simple. I hooked tunas 
at various times, and told various friends of 
the fish and their leaps, but the expression on 
their faces quenched my enthusiasm. 


Most Active and Strongest Fish. 

I did not take the first tuna with a rod. 
This was accomplished by Colonel C. P. 
Morehouse of Pasadena, a skied angler, 
with whom I have.taken many of these 
fishes; but finally I landed the record fish— 
a 183-pounder—and a year later Colonel 
Morehouse brought in a tune weighing 251 
pounds, which was without doubt the largest 
and moet active thoroughly game fish ever 
brought to gaff with a rod, and, being fa- 
miliar with the tarpon, I venture the state- 
ment that either of the above fish could have 
towed-two tarpons of equal weight. The tar- 

is a herring, the giant of the tribe; the 
tuna the king of the bonitos, and their kins- 
men, the most active fish that swims. It is 
an oceanic fish, never approaching the main- 
land shore, the fishing being confined to 
about six or seven miles on the northeast 
coast of Santa Catalina Island, where sum- 
mer seas are constant, where cool days and 
perfect weather make the region compara- 
ble to Madeira. 

The tuna follows the flying fish in from the 
unknown, and ie due in May, the first catch 
being about May 22 and the last Aug. 17, but 
the cream of the fishing is from June 15 to- 
July 15. At this time the Catalina channel 
near the island is often in a swirl from the 
schools of tunas. They sweep into the bay 
and dash along shore driving the flying fish- 
es into the air. I have seen acres‘of an oth- 
erwise smooth sea beaten ‘into foam, scores 
of tunas in air at*®once,- and fiying ‘fishes 
shooting in every direction, like huge big- 
eyed insects, darting over boats and often 
keeping the angler dodging... 

The fishing is either from small launches, 
the anglers seated in comfortable chairs 
astern, or from a small boat which is towed 
astern of a launch, or the angie can have 
his boatman’row. Towing behind a launch 
is to be preferred, ag the pace can be suited 
to the fish, which strike upon the run, The 
boatman sits amidships with his oars ready 
to use and the tow rope hitch near at hand 
convenient to cast off. The anglers sit side 
by side, rods to port and starboard. The 
rods should be at least seven feet in length 
in justice to the fish. ‘I prefer seven anda 
half. The Tuna club lHmit is six feet nine 
inches. The reel costs anywhere from $20 to 
$75; a poor reel goes to pieces at the first 
rush. The line is a thread, so to speak, a 
2i-strand cuty-hunk, and there is 600 feet of 
it, which the angler soaks before using so 
that it will not burn off. The leader is 
seven feet of plano wire, and to the 9.0 hoo 


Tells of His Great Catch. 


With such tackle the boat moves out into ° 
the Bay of Avalon and up the picturesque 
coast, that is cut here and there by deep 
cafions—trivers of verdure, which wind down 
from the.mountains.
